HAVE NEVER BEEN CONSISTENTLY STRONG SINCE F-8 DROPPED 
FROM PICTURE. F-5E NEVER QUITE CAUGHT ON WITH THE 
KUWAITI PILOTS. 

2) THE F-l HAS BEEN CONSISTENT CONTENDER. AMONG 
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OTHER THINGS, KUWAITIS LIKE HIGH MACH, MATRA (R-530)

LESSON IS THAT DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WITH MONEY BUY WHAT 
ATTRACTS THEM, NOT WHAT WE THINK THEY SHOULD HAVE. 

3) A-7 HAS BEEN CONSISTENT FAVORITE FOR ATTACK 
AIRCRAFT. RECENTLY TWO SOURCES REPORTED UK LOWERED 
JAGUAR PRICE FROM $4.2. M TO $3.2 M. UNKNOWN WHETHER 
REDUCED CONFIGURATION OR SUBSIDY. THIS DRAMATIC PRICE 
CHANGE OPENED THE DOOR FOR MOD ACCEPTANCE KUWAITI PILOT S 
COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATION SUPPORTING JAGUAR. THE FACT THAT 
IT IS NEW, SUPERSONIC, AND CLAIMS A-7 EQUIVALENT DELIVERY 
ACCURACY HAS PROVIDED LOCAL BRITISH FLIGHT INSTRUCTORS 
EFFECTIVE PLATFORM FOR INFLUENCE. THE FOREGOING NOT 
WITHSTANDING, THE AVIATION TRAINING PROGRAM IN US WILL 
AFFORD DECIDED ADVANTAGE IN SALE US FOLLOW-ON AIRCRAFT TO 
KUWAIT.
